WASHINGTON (® — Former 
Secretary of Defense Lovett says 
the President should not be “‘pro- 
tected’”” from making the hard 
decisions on national security. 


In secret Senate testimony re- 
leased Sunday, Lovett suggested 
that procedures of the National Se- 
curity Council — the top defense 
policy body may have tended to 
insulate the commander in chief 
from troublesome problems of the 
cold war. 


Avoiding direct reference to any 
individuals or specific decisions, 
Lovett implied the NSC’s present 
methods and size could discour- 
age compromise and delay. 
TESTIFIED LAST WEEK 

The Republican banker, who 
was undersecretary of state in the 
Truman administration and later 
secretary of defense until Presi- 
dent Eisenhower took office, ap- 
peared Tuesday before the Nation- 
al Policy Machinery subcommit- 
tee headed by Sen. Henry M. Jack- 
son (D-Wash). 

The Jackson committee has be- 
gun a series of hearings on wheth- 
er a harder-hitting, faster-moving 
national effort can be brought 
about by revising the policymak- 
ing machinery. 


A portion of Lovett’s testimony 
dealing with the NSC, which he 
had a hand in creating in 1947, 
was taken in executive session by 
prior agreement with the White 
House.

These factors, coupled with a 
reluctance of subordinates to ex- 
pose policy conflicts before the 
chief executive, cause ‘‘vacillating 
administration and wavering poli- 
cies,’ Lovett said.

Extremists Battle 


Police; 9 Seized 


LONDON (UPI) — Racial ex- 
tremists tried to break up a pub- 


‘lie rally protesting South Africa's 


segregation policies Sunday and 
wound up in a running fist fight 
with police. 

The extremists, members of Sir 
Oswald Mosley’s ‘‘Keep Britain 
White”’ organization, started the 
battle at historic Trafalgar 
Square. Scattered clashes subse- 
quently broke out as far as 
Whitehall, a mile away and close 
to the prime minister’s residence. 


Nine men were arrested and 
charged with insulting police. No 
serious injuries were reported. 

some 10,000 persons had at- 
tended the rally, which was called 
to promote a world-wide boycott 
of South African goods because of 
that nation’s stand on segregation. 
Labor Party leader Hugh Gaits- 
kell was among the speakers. 

The white supremacists _infil- 
trated the rally and began shout- 
ing ‘boycott Jewish goods’ and 
“be right. be white.””’ Two men 
who shouted ‘‘down with Mosley”’ 
were punched, thrown to the 
groyind and kicked and general 
violence soon followed. 


Mosley, who led Britain's 
Fascist elements in the years 
prior to World War II, was pres- 
ent but did not take part in the 
melee. 

“My supporters have strict or- 
ders to use force only in self- 
defense,” he said. He added: 
“After all, a punch on the nose 
and a little blood is a true Eng- 
lishman’s way of fighting.”

willing to quit my job to insure 
a teacher pay raise and thereby 
raise the quality of education in 
Georgia.

Recently in our Georgia Edu 
cation Assn. unit a vote was 
taken to determine how many 
teachers wished to stand with the 
GEA regardless of consequences 
and how many wished to support 
the United Teachers of Georgia 
in the event that the GEA failed 
again to secure a_ substantial 
raise. The vote on the former 
issue was in majority but these 
facts were revealed: A_ great 
number admitted after the meet- 
ing that they didn’t know what 
the vote was about and stood 
up only because someone elise 
did. Another large number re- 
fusing to support UTG belonged 
to the group which will be with- 
out jobs when the state can al 
ford to pay qualified teachers. 
Add to these an ever-increasing 
number of misfits and undesira- 
bles who classrooms 
and principals’ offices in some of 
our rural schools and you have 
about 90 per cent of the teachers 
who are horrified at the word 
strike and who are too proles- 
sional-minded to demand _ that 
something be done. 

Those of us who, day by day, 
sit and look at the results of our 
substandard educational system 
find these sights much more hor- 
rifving. We feel also that we are

The 
Democrats have no shortage of 
contenders but they are giving 
Democratic voters in few states 
an opportunity to show whom 
they want. ‘ 

The presidential primaries have 
become more of a menace than a 
means of reflecting popular senti- 
ment. They are neglected by the 
voters. They are neglected by the 
candidates who usually pick one 
or two where they feel they are 
likely to win. 

In 1952 Sen. Kefauver won near- 
ly all the Democratic primaries 
and ended up with nothing at the 
convention. 


In 1956 Sen. Kefauver lost the 
major Democratic primaries and 
ended up with the vice presiden- 
tial nomination. Kefauver found 
it more productive to lose the pri- 
maries than to. win them. The; 
other conclusion is that they had 
no bearing whatsoever in either 
year. 

A single state primary often 


exerts a far, greater psychological 


influence than it deserves. Wen- 
deli Willkie was put out of the 
running in 1944 by losing one pri- 
mary ~— Wisconsin~and Harold 
Stassen was sidetracked by losing 
the Oregon primary in 1948. Yet 
only a minority of voters in either 
State participated 

This year ‘Wisconsin is again 
looming as the winner-take-all con- 
lest between Sen. Kennedy and 
Sen. Humphrey. It is generally 
agreed that Sen.. Humphrey must 
win in Wisconsin or find himself 
entirely out of the running. A vic- 
tory there for Kennedy, it is 
argued, will give formidable, per- 
haps decisive, momentum to his 
candidacy or so slow him down 
that he can't possibly recover. 

The public-opinion polls prob- 
ably exert more influence now 
than the limited primaries; But 
there is no way to test the ac- 
curacy of the preconvention polls 
as there is the preelection polls; 
that is, by the election itself. 

I marvel that this mysterious, 
meandering process of choosing 
our presidential nominees: has 
worked so well, has so often pro- 
duced a Woodrow Wilson and a 
Charles Evans Hughes, a Frank- 
lin Roosevelt and a Wendell Will- 
kie and so rarely ,a Warren 
Harding.

Emory Law School’s Dean Hepburn Dies 


William McGuffey Hepburn, 59, 
dean of the Emory University law 
school since 1950, died Sunday 
in Emory hospital of a _ heart 
ailment aggravated by influenza. 


Dean Hepburn, who came to 


Emory after heading the Universi- 


ty of Alabama law school from 
1930 to 1950. was the author of 
many articles for law reviews 
and a legal textbook, “‘Hepburn’s 
Cases on Torts.”

Five underdog ‘Golden Bears 
suddenly were transformed into 
the basketball horses Coach 
Oswin Wadewitz needed to sad- 
die a winner in the Georgia 
High School Assn.’s Class AAA 
sweepstakes.
